From Dec. 13, when it was dis- 
covered by the English Meteor Ob- 
server, J. M. P. Prentice, the light 
of the Nova steadily increased, with 
slight fluctuations, up to Dec. 22, 
and until April 1, it was seen as a 
conspicuous naked eye star. 

During April the star decreased 
in brilliance about eight magnitudes 
and its sudden increase in bDril- 
liance since “indicates'a change in} 
light intensity of more than 100,- 
000 times.” 

At the faintest magnitude, the 
Nova could be seen only with the 
greatest difficulty in the Harvard

1936 Fiscal Period Begun 
With Record Peace-Time 
Expenditure Estimated by 
Roosevelt. 


DEFICIT WOULD BE

WASHINGTON, July i1—The 
Federal Government started a new 
fiscal year today figuring on spend- 
ing $8,520,000,000, of which $4,582,- 
000,000 would be used for “recovery 
and relief.” 

The estimates are President 
Roosevelt’s. He expects the Treas- 
ury to collect $3,991,000,000. That 
would mean a deficit of $4,528,000,- 
000 for the year. The public debt 
as the 1935 fiscal year ended last 
night amounted to more than $28,- 
665,000,000. 

Should the Government spend 
$8,520,000,000 this year a new peace- 
time record for a year would be 
established. It would jump above 
‘the peak set last year—which was 
more than $7,258,217,000. 

Plans for Financing. 

“In financing this huge outlay, the 
President counted in part on exten- 
sion of the $500,000,000 of “nui- 

_sance” taxes which were voted by 
'Gongress last week. . No other 
taxes were contemplated when he 
submitted his budget message in 
January. Since then, however, he 
has asked fr> new taxes on wealth. 

The plan is to push the tax-the- 
‘wealth levies through by late 
August if possible. Just what these 
will produce in revenue is not cer- 
tain because the rates—on inheri- 
tances, gifts, corporate and individ- 
ual incomes—have not been decid- 
ed. In an outline proposed by 
Chairman Harrison of the Senate 
Finance Committee, it was estimat- 
ed the taxes would amount to $340,- 
000,000 annually. 

Figures for 1935 Period. 

President Roosevelt, in shaping 
bugetary plans for the 1935 fiscal 
year, estimated $8,581,000,000 would 
‘be spent for old-line and New Deal 
programs. The actual expenditure 
thus far—the books have not been 
finally totaled—runs to $7,258,217,- 
000. He forecast a deficit of 
$4,869,000,000. The latest. figure 
shows a deficit of $3,472,347,000. 


The President had estimated that 
the public debt at the end of the 
1935 fiscal year would reach 31 bil- 


lion dollars.

ALDERMEN VOTE 


TO LET BARS OPEN 


PART OF SUNDAY 


Board Passes Amendments 
to Liquor Control Bills 


Contradicting Missouri 


Laws. 


Amendments to two liquor con- 
trol bills approved by the Board 
of Aldermen today paved the way 


|for contradictory rules on the sale 


of 3.2 beer and of stronger beer and 
hard liquor on Sunday. The amenda- 
ments were made preparatory t6 
anticipated passage of the bills at 
the board’s next meeting, July 19. 
While the State liquor law pro- 
hibits the sale of intoxicating liquor 
on Sunday and permits the sale of 
3.2 beer, the pending bills would 
prohibit the sale of 3.2 beer, and 
would attempt to legalize the sale 
of hard liquor except between 1:30 
a. m. and 1 p. m. Sunday. 

Alderman Lietchen’s motion to 
permit saloons, dealing. in intoxicat- 
ing liquor, to continue sales until 
1:30 a. m. Sunday, instead of stop- 
ping at midnight, and to reopen in 
the afternoon, instead of remaining 
closed until Monday morning, was 
adopted, 19 to 8. Those voting in 
the negative were President Mason 
and Aldermen Collins, Golden, 
Scott and Walsh, who are lawyers, 
and Aldermen Pahl, Schweppe and 
Warnick. All said they voted as 
they did because of the conflict 
with the State law, although all but 
Mason declared they approved of 
the Sunday afternoon opening. 

“Chance ta, Go to Church.” 

Lietchen explained that Sunday 
morning closing would “give people 
a chance to go to church.” How 
saloons might legally sell liquor in 
violation of the State law was not 
explained. 

Lietchen wanted to change the 
3.2 bill to permit sale of that beer 
on Sunday. A motion by Schweppe 
to apply the same Sunday rule to 
the 3.2 places as to saloons failed 
of passage by a tie vote, 13 to 13. 

Other - amendments - approved 
eliminated all discretionary powers 
of the Excise Commissioner and 
made his revocation of saloon li- 
censes subject to Circuit Court re- 
view. Some of the supporters of 
Mayor Dickmann in the board vot- 
ed against these changes. 

New Minimum Age. 

The bills were revised to make 
the minimum age for entertainers 
or other employes in establishments 
selling either hard liquor or 3.2 beer 
21 years instead of 16. 

Prior to the ,board meeting, the 
aldermanic Public Safety Commit- 
tee held a public hearing on the 
bills, at which Vice President Fitz- 
simmons, chairman of the commit- 
tee and a political poponent of the 
Mayor, explained the restriction of 
the Excise Commissioner’s powers 
by saying Commissioner Anderson 
was “not the type of man who 
could be made a czar safely.”

Earlier, the House defeated by 
voice vote an amendment by Rep- 
resentative Sauthoff (Progressive), 
Wisconsin to equalize voting power 
of holding company stock. Chair- 
man Rayburn of the _ Interstate 
Commerce Committee explained the 
question was so technical it would 
be better to leave it for considera- 
tion of the Conference Committee 
which will adjust differences be- 
tween House and Senate bills. 

Issue Quickly Decided. 

The question that has agitated 
the House more than any other is- 
sue this session was decided in a 
few minutes. Weeks of lobbying 
by the most powerful lobby ever 
brought to Washington, according 
to charges of advocates of the 
“death sentence,” preceded the vote. 

Until just before the vote Ray- 
burn expressed optimism over the 
outcome. 

“I think we can stop them,” he 
said. “It will be close, but I believe 
we've got enough votes.” 

The overwhelming majority 
against what has been called’ the 
heart of President Roosevelt's re- 
form program was plainly a sur- 
prise to administration leaders. 


They have been working intensively, 


for the last two weeks to hold du- 
bious members in line. 

A note of grim humor was intro- 
duced during the debate in the form 
of a death’s head which some 
joker placed on the table behind 
which administration leaders sat. 
It occasioned joking references as 
the futile two and a half hours of 
oratory wore to a close. 

Rayburn at Disadvantage. 


Rayburn was put at a disadvan- 
tage from the outset when he failed 
to get the unanimous consent of the 
House to a time limitation which 
would have allowed him 15 miautes 
in which to discuss the measure. 
Republicans objected to this ar- 
rangement and a compromise was 
finally agreed on whereby Speak- 
er Byrnes was given control of the 
time, with a strict five-minute lim- 
it on debate. 

Ordinarily quiet and reserved, 
Rayburn, the last speaker, launched 
into an impassioned plea for the 
measure. 

“I want to get the deperadoes out 
of this business for they are wreck- 
ing it,” Rayburn shouted. 

He called utility holding company 
heads “bloodsuckers” and ‘“milk- 
ers.” Denouncing the plea that 
small investors would suffer heavy 
losses, he argued that investors and 
the whole consuming public were 
being “robbed” by high utility rates 
that resulted from holding company 
domination. 


Democratic Platform of 1932. 


Several Democrats who opposed 
the “death sentence” provision an- 
nounced that they were standing on 
the Democratic platform of 1932 
which declared for “regulation” of 
holding companies. The “death 
sentence,” they argued, was a vio- 
lation of the utility plank in the 
Democratic platform. 

Among the Republiacns, the most 
violent denunciation of the measure 
came from Representative Hamil- 
ton Fish of New York, one of the 
New Deal's bitterest antagonists. 

But Democrats were nearly as 
vociferous in their opposition to the 
Senate amendment. Representative 


not accept the “emasculated” House 
bill. 

Speaker after speaker charged 
that never before had Congress 
been subjected to such an all-pow- 
erful lobby as has been marshalled 
by the utilities to defeat the Sen- 
ate’s “death sentence” provision in 
the holding company bill. 

White House Busy, Too. 


Those who oppose the “death sen- 
tence” charged that the Adminis- 
tration “lobby” had been fully as 
persistent in its efforts. Charles T. 
West, former Ohio Congressman, 
liaison man between the White 
House and the Capitol, has for 
weeks been working on doubtful 
House members. He was present 
today in the House corridors, put- 
ting in last minute efforts to swing 
the necessary votes into line, 

Although the House met at 10 
o’clock, afgument over how the de- 
bate on the “death sentence” 
should be limited took up nearly 
two hours. Rebellious Democratic 
mémbers, who have followed the 
lead of Representative Maury Mav- 
etick of Texas in the present ses- 
sion, voiced strenuous objection 
that the proposed limitation would 
give all the time to opponents of 
the bill. 


Repeatedly Speaker Byrnes 
pounded for order and commanded 
members to move out of the crowd- 
ed aisles. By noon attendance in 
the House was almost complete, a 
rare occurrence. House Democrats 
havehad it dinned into them again 
and again that a defeat on the 
“death sentence” provision would 
be a serious blow to President 
Roosevelt’s prestige. 

The President at his press con- 
ference on Friday said that he was 
more fully convinced than ever be- 
fore of the necessity for the “death 
sentence” provision. Senator Wheel- 
er has said that if the House re- 
jects the Senate amendment he will 
vote to kill the whole biil. 

Representative Eicher (Dem.) of 
Iowa, a member of the House Com- 
mittee that held lengthy hearings 
on the holding company Dill, pre- 
sented the Senate amendment and 
took gharge of the debate. Demo- 
crats on the committee are split 
over the “death sentence” arm.end- 
ment. 

“Contrary to Platform.” 


Representative Huddelston 
(Dem.) of Alabama, a committee 
member who took active part in 
the hearings, is violently opposed 
to the “death sentence,” contend- 
ing it is contrary to the Democratic 
platform of 1932 which declared in 
favor of “regulation” of holding 
companies.

A 15-Year Program. 

“The pressure that has been 
brought against the Senate provi- 
sion in the holding company Dill is 
a part of the program of the gas 
and electric companies for a period 


of 15 years or more to dictate pub- 


lic opinion,” Representative Starnes 
(Dem.), Alabama, charged. 

“They have made use of the 
newspapers, the radio, the churches, 
the college professor. They have 
organized consumers and _ stock- 
holders. 

“They have spent more than a 
quarter of a million dollars in re- 
cent weeks for newspaper advertis- 
ing and publicity.

Later a 
brother of Page confirmed the 
identification.

NEW YORK, July 1—Bernard 
M. Baruch, New York financier, 
disclosed as he sailed for Europe 
this weekend that he had been of- 
fered and had refused the job of 
administering the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Administration before it 
was created. 

When the AAA was rushed 
through Congress, the administra- 
tion sought as its director someone 
long conversant with the fight for 
The first choice 
was Baruch. 

Even beforethe agricultural de- 
cline following the World War, 
Baruch had been one of those ac- 
tively engaged in the fight for farm 
relief, he said. He had given aid 
to the oldtime Non-partisan League 
in North Dakota and was instru- 
mental in organizing the first to- 
bacco co-operative in Kentucky. 

Before the AAA _ was enacted, 
President Roosevelt in a telephone 
conversation asked Baruch to serve 
as its administrator and informed 
him Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace would ask him formally to 
take the task. 

Soon afterward, Wallace 
Baruch. He declined the job. 

He was not in sympathy with the

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MISSOUR! EROSION 
PROBLEM ANALYZE 


85 Per Cent of All Land in 
State Found to Be 
Damaged. 


Post-Dispatch Bureau, 

201-205 Kellogg Bidg. 
WASHINGTON, July 1.—Nearly 
85 per cent of all land in Missouri 
has been damaged by erosion ac- 
cording to a report of the Soil Con- 
servation Service of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture made public 
today. The report summarizes a de- 
tailed analysis made last summer. 


The damage ranges from serious 
rosion that has all but destroyed 
t soil in the northwestern part 


of the State to moderate gullying 
in the Ozarks. 

“It is only in the more gently 
rolling areas and in the regions 
where large acreages of pasture, 
hay and small grains are grown, 
as in Lafayette, Saline and Platte 
Counties, that erosion has been 
moderate,” the report stated. “Be- 
cause of the natural fertility and 
excellent physical character, prob- 
ably no other group of soils re- 
sponds to or shows better the influ- 
ence of good farming methods than 
do the loessial soils of this region.” 

Tabulated Report. 

Included in the report was a tab- 
ulation showing the extent and na- 
ture of erosion in Missouri as fol-

Regional conditions in Missouri 
were summarized as follows by 
Glenn L. Fuller, chief erosion spe- 
cialist, who directed the. survey: 

“There is much variation in soils, 
topography and the character and 
amount of rainfall over the State, 
all of which have an important 
bearing on the kind and degree of 
erosion. The mean annual rainfall 
ranges from 34 inches in the North- 
west to 50 inches in the Southwest. 
In the spring and fall, torrential 
rains sometimes cur, causing se- 
vere damage to unprotected fields. 

“The Missouri loess area consists 
' of about 4,000,000 acres in the north- 
western part of the State, with soils 
originally five to 50 feet or more 
in depth, the topsoil varying from 
_ 16 to 20 inches. The practice of 
growing clean-tilled crops, mainly 
corn, on the rolling topography for 
Many years in succession has re- 
sulted in severe erosion with se- 
vere gullying. Moderate to severe 
erosion is the predominant condi- 
tion on virtually all of the remain- 
ing uplands of this area. 

Erosion Station at Bethany. 

“Topographically, the west Mis- 
souri prairie is the smoothest part 
of the State and it is here that ero- 
sion is less severe than in other 
portions. 

“Because of the stony character 
of the major portion of the Ozarks 
the absorption of moisture is fairly 
rapid and gullying is for the most 
part moderate. Farming in this re- 
gion is quite patchy and scattered 
as far as cultivated land is con- 
cerned. Pasture improvement and 
reforestation to prevent floods are 
problems of major consideration.” 

The seriousness of erosion in the 
Shelby and Marshall soil areas of 
southern Iowa and northern Mis- 
souri has been recognized for some 

time, the report said. In 1930 an 
erosion station was started at Beth- 
any, Mo., by the Department of 
Agriculture, co-operating with the 
University of Missouri. A similar 
station was established at Clarinda, 
Ta., in 1931. 

More recently an erosion control 
demonstration consisting of 186,000 


acres has been established on the 
Big Creek Watershed, extending 
from Bethany north into Iowa. An- 
other demonstration area has been 
established on 106,000 acres along 
the West Tarkio Creek Watershed, 
extending from Tarkio, Mo., north 
to Red Oak, Ia. 


ILLINOIS LAND REDEMPTION 
BILL BECOMES LAW UNSIGNED 


Permits Former Owner to Regain 
Property Forfeited for Taxes 
From 1929 to 1933. 

By the Associated Press. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill, July 1— 
The bill permitting the redemption 
of land forfeited for taxes from 
1929 to 1933 was permitted to be- 


come a law yesterday without the 
signature of Gov, Horner, who filed 
it with the Secretary of State. 

Objections to the plan had been 
found from a legal standpoint, but 
the Governor said the bill had mer- 
it. It was sponsored by Represen- 
tatives Peffers, Teel, Hayne and C. 
D. Johnson. 

“It is designed,” he said, “not 
only to aid property owners who 
have been unable to pay their taxes 
in recent years, but also by assist- 
ing them to obtain much needed 
revenues for our cities, counties, 
school districts°and other munici- 
pal corporations.” The Governor 
also signed the bill by Senator 
Richard J. Barr, Joliet Republican, 
providing for county zoning. An- 
other new‘ law permits downstate 
counties to issue refunding bonds 
this year to pay claims incurred 
prior to July 1.

RESERVE BOARD 


His Sub-Group Submits Its 

_ Revision of Administra- 
tion Banking Bill to Sen- 
ate Committee. 


By the Associated Press. | 

WASHINGTON, July i1—Dras- 
tically revised from the form in 
which it passed the House, but re- 
taining control of credit in a ma- 
jority of the Federal Reserve Board, 
the administration banking bill was 
reported to the Senate Banking 
Committee today by the Glass sub- 
committee, 

Credit control under the revised 
draft would be placed in an open 
market committee composed of a 
seven-member reserve board and 
five representatives of the 12 re 
serve banks. 

Existing laws makes the 12 re- 
serve bank governors the open mar- 
ket committee, and the House bill 
sets up the whole reserve board as 
the committee, with an advisory 
committee of five reserve bank gov- 
ernors. 

The seven members of the new 
reserve board would be known as 
“governors” and be appointed for 
14-year terms. 

Provision Against Politics. 

To avoid political influences, the 
secretary of the Treasury and the 
Comptroller of the Currency would 
be removed as members of the 
board 90 days after the bill becomes 
law. The House bill retained the 
existing board set-up of six appoint- 
ive members and the two ex-officio 
members—Secretary of the Trea- 
sury Morgenthau and Comptroller 
J. F. T. O’Connor, 


The new “board of governors” 
would have a chairman and vice- 
chairman, selected from among the 
board members by the President to 
serve four-year terms. None of the 
governors could be reappointed and 
not more than four of the gover- 
nors could be members of one po- 
litical party. 

The open market commiitee 
would have authority to initiate 
policies having to do with buying 
and selling of Government securi- 
ties, discount rates and reserve re- 
quirements, but, as in existing law, 
any of the 12 reserve banks could 
refrain from following an open 
market policy adopted. It would 
be mandatory upon all the 12 banks 
in the House bill. 


Heads of the 12 reserve banks 
would be known as presidents and 
vice-presidents, instead of gover- 
nors and vice-governors. 

Decision by Vote of Five. 

By a vote of not less than five 
of the Reserve Board, it could raise 
Reserve requirements against de- 
posits to a maximum doubling ex- 
isting requirements “in order toa 
prevent injurious credit expansion 
or contraction.” 

Existing requirements are 7, 10 
and 13 per cent, depending on the 
local banking area classification. 

The revised bill further provides

It Happened Before. 


HE incident of the 10,000-me- 
ter race here had an almost 
exact duplicate in the London 
Olympic Stadium in 1908, at the 
finish of the marathon race. This 
event, which is at a much longer 
distance, found an Italian ath- 
lete, Dorando Pietri, leading aft- 
er 26 miles of the journey. 
This brought him into the arena. 
Little Dorando came _ through 
the gateway on to the cinder path 
with a good lead. Exhausted, he 
could scarcely put one foot in 
front of the other. Near the fin- 
ish he folded up and hit the cin- 
ders. He lay there for a short 
time and then started to clamber 
to his feet and carry on. A lit- 
tle progress, another crash. Again 
he staggered up and this time a 
sympathetic bobby, with the fin- 
ish only a few yards distant, dis- 
regarded cries of officials and 
went to the aid of Dorando. 

Dorando crossed the finish 
mark, but was disqualified for re- 
ceiving assistance—whereupon he 
promptly slid out of his helper’s 
hands and again collapsed to the 
ground. 

Johnny Hayes won the race and 
Joe Forshaw of St. Louis followed 
him home. Dorando was so lit- 
tle hurt, as the result of his ef- 
fort. that a few months later he 
toured the country, running 
against Hayes, Al Shrubb of En- 
gland, Tom Longboat, the Amer- 
ican Indian and other distance 
men in a series of races from 15 


to 25 miles. 


Far from being man-killing 
events, the marathons seem to 
add strength and durability to 
athletes taking part in them.

Raking in the Profits. 

Right now Braddock and Gould 
are going through the delightful 
experience of raking in profits from 
all directions. 

“We will make $200,000 in the 
next 12 months without pulling 
on a glove,’ said Gould.

Torrance Beats U. 8S. Record. 


Jack Torrance, the 304-pound 
giant from Louisiana State, heaved 
the 16-pound shot 55 feet 8% inches, 
the longest distance he has ever 
tossed it on American soil, he said. 
His world record, 57 feet 1 inch, 
was made last summer in Oslo, 
Norway. Torrance’s mark here 
will not be considered as an Ameri- 
can record, for, to be recognized, 
the mark would have had to be 
made in competition with at least 
three other competitors.

Former Senator.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 1— 


President Roosevelt's taxing pro- 
gram was denounced last night by 
former Senator James A. Reed as 
“open to every criticism which can 
be levied against the burglar or 
highwayman.” 

The Missouri Democrat charged 
the plan is “violative of the prin- 


ciples of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence,” and asserted economic 
chaos would result if the program 
should become effective. 

He predicted the proposal and its 
supporters would be repudiated. 

“I think,” the 73-year-old political 
veteran declared, “that there is 
enough common honesty and com- 
mon sense among the American 
people to repudiate the ‘doctrine 
and to repudiate its authors. 

Against Redistribution. 

“The proposition to levy a tax for 
the purpose of redistributing wealth 
is open to every criticism which 
can be levied against the burglar 
or the highwayman.” 

“It is inconceivable that any 
honest man An his right mind 
would propose, by force, to despoil 
a citizen of the property he has 
honestly acquired. The doctrine 
might be entertained in Russia, 
and, indeed, Russia is the chief ex- 
ponent of this species of robbery. 

“The economic effects will un- 
doubtedly be disastrous, and in the 
end the suffering will ,be chiefly 
visited upon the laboring classes 
and small investors. 

Concern for Investors. 

“The fact is that in nearly every 
instance the capital is already dis- 
tributed to many thousands of 
people, These great institutions 
have stockholders and bondholders 
innumerable. These stocks and 
bonds have been invested in liter- 
ally by millions of people. 

“Smash the big organization and 
you destroy or injure all of these 
investors,” 

Predicting a “calamity” if insur- 
ance companies were affected, he 
said: 

“Destroy these companies and 
you will wipe out the deposits made 
by myriads of people who have 
sought to provide for their families 
and dependents after death. The 
effect of such a calamity would be 
worse than a disastrous war. | 

“T have always been ‘in favar of 
a graduate income tax which} im- 
posed upon large incomes a grater 
percentage than on the smaller in- 
comes. But no tax is justifiable 
except for:the support of the Gov- 
ernment, 


“Robbery of Rich.” 

“A tax levied for the purpose 
of taking money from one class 
of citizens—for the purpose of 
transferring that money directly or 
indirectly to another class of citi- 
zens is, to employ the language of 
Mr. Justice Harlan, none the less 
robbery because done under the 
forms of law. 

“It must be remembered that once 
we start upon the road of swatting 
the rich the question will at once 
arise, who are the rich” 

“And the principle can easily be 
extended if we are to distribute the 
wealth so that no man will be al- 
lowed property of any value. We 
have no more right to divide the 
property of the rich, either in 
morals or in law, than we have to 
divide the property of men of mod- 
erate means, and, going further, 
to divide all property.”

Raven was controling stockhold- 
er of the American Oriental Bank- 
ing Corporation and three allied 
firms. He said they represented 
assets of approximately $24,000,000. 
Raven blarsed the American silver 
purchasing program for his plight. 
Hough today charged the Raven 
corporations “in reality have been 
insolvent since 1932, despite which 
the directérs in January, 1932, vot- 
ed Raven a bonus of more than 
half a million silver dollars, which 
they have been paying off since.

Difficulties in Taxing Securities. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR editorial of June 23, “Testi- 

mony on Tax Exemption,” raises the 
same old question: If Congress has or 
should be granted power to tax the now 
tax-exempt 44 billions in securities, how 
much of this 44 billions would actually be 
taxed? 

Would the situation be very similar to 

the situation which prevails here in Mis- 
souri today, according to the estimates of 
our tax authorities, with reference td 
bank deposits and notes secured and un- 
secured ? 
_It has been officially estimated upon 
high authority that, while the laws of 
Missouri provide for taxation of these 
items, which amount to approximately 
three billion dollars, there actually gets on 
the tax list of the State less than 5 per 
cent of that amount. Is it not reasonable 
to suppose that the holders of tax-exempt 
securities would take the same attitude in 
regard to reporting them for taxation as 
do the holders of these now taxable se- 
curities and properties? 

The rates of interest on which the Fed- 
eral Government and the various state 
and local governments are now able to 
borrow money appear to indicate what 
the net rate of return should be to the 
accumulator of wealth over and above the 
elements of risk and taxation. If there is 
injected into this an element of uncer- 
, tainty as to net return, will that not soon- 
er or later lend itself to abuse which will 
be reflected in an exorbitant rate of in- 
terest -which these governmental bodies 
will be forced to pay in order to secure 
funds with which to operate? 

Would not the taxation of now tax-ex- 
empt securities prove itself in a short 


time a boomerang to the American indus- 
trialist and the American home owner?

IS REGIONALISM THE WAY OUT? 


Can the states, acting in groups under interstate 
agreements or compacts, attain the social ends re- 
cently sought for the nation as a whole by Congress 
and rejected by the Supreme Court as not permis- 
sible under the present text of the Constitution? 
This thought-provoking question is being raised in 
many quarters and on many occasions these days, 
and it is entitled to all the attention which it is re- 
ceiving. Burdette G. Lewis of Chicago, field repre- 
sentative of the American Public Welfare Associa- 
tion, formerly Commissioner of Correction in New 
York City and now special PWA adviser for Mis- 
souri, made it the basis of his recent address be- 
fore the Council of Social Agencies of St. Louis. 
The day after the NRA was declared unconstitution- 
al, the employment of the interstate agreement was 
urged by members of both branches of Congress 
as the logical next step—in the Senate by Senator 
Logan of Kentucky, formerly Chief Justice of his 
State’s Supreme Court, and in the House by Repre- 
sentative O’Connor of New York City, chairman of 
the House Rules Committee and a Harvard Law 
School graduate. 

Speaking in Washington this month, Henry Cabot 
Lodge Jr., a member of the Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture, described voluntary association among the 
states as a “legal, constitutional and thoroughly 
American method for preserving and promoting such 
gains in working conditions as existed under NRA 
codes.” In his new book, “The Need for Constitution- 
al Reform,” Dr. William Yandell Elliott calls for the 
redivision of the Union into regional units “to sup- 
plant the states with political divisions more con- 
formable to economic needs and to political and so- 
cial sectionalism. within the nation.” Looking to 
the creation of new political areas, Dr. Elliott’s pro- 
posal goes beyond the plan for interstate compacts, 
but essentially both are directed to the same end. 
The constitutional basis for co-operative/enter- 
prise by two or more states in a common cause is to 
be found in Section 10 of. Article I, which requires 
the consent of Congress for the establishment of 
“any compact or agreement” between states. For a 
long time, this clause was employed=only in settle- 
ment of state boundaries. Last year, however, Con- 
gress, at the request of Attorney-General Cummings, 
enacted a law giving sanction to compacts which the 
states might enter into in their fight against crime. 
Accordingly, Indiana has just proposed a. compact 
through which states might deal jointly with the 
problems arising out of the apprehension of fugitives 
and differing parole policies. The first compact on 
a social matter is a minimum wage agreement signed 
by seven Northeastern states last year. Recently, at 
the instance of Gov. Marland of Oklahoma and Gov. 
Allred of Texas, an interstate compact to regulate 
the production of oil was formulated. 

Since 1907, interstate agreements have dealt with 
such matters as law enforcement on rivers, water 
power and irrigation. Oregon and Washington 
have a compact limiting the right to issue licenses 
for fishing in the Columbia River, ratified by 
Congress nearly 20 years ago. Similarly, Missis- 
sippi and Arkansas have an agreement which gives 
them concurrent jurisdiction over the entire width 
of the Mississippi River where it is their common 
boundary, as a means of combating gambling on the 
river. Missouri and Kansas in 1922 agreed to tax 
immunity and joint regulation for waterworks at 
Kansas City, Mo., and Kansas City, Kan. 

Students of American history, thanks chiefly to 
the research of one of their most stimulating teach- 
ers, the late Frederick Jackson Turner, have long 
been aware of the significance of regionalism in the 
development of the United States. As this “discov- 
erer of the frontier” wrote in the Wisconsin Maga- 
zine of History, “Arising from the facts of physical 
geography and the regional settlement of different 
peoples and types of society on the Atlantic coast, 
there was a sectionalism from the beginning.” 

Not only have there been epochal manifestations 
of regional interests, such as the threat of New En- 
gland to quit the Union in 1814, the Civil War over 
the slavery issue and the joining of the agricultural 
West and South against the industrial East in the 
McKinley-Bryan campaign of 1896. There have been, 
as well, a whole host of lesser regional alignments re- 
flected in the votes in Congress on many occasions. 
Indeed, as Prof. Turner showed, the clash of section- 
al interests has caused party voting to break down 
more often than it has been able to maintain itself 
on national issues. During the present administra- 
tion, this has been demonstrated on such issues as 
silver and the St. Lawrence waterways treaty. 

What the’ supporters of the interstate compact 
would do would be to employ this natural grouping 
of the states in regions of common interest as a 
means for accomplishing social reforms denied to 
them when acting in unison through their members 
in Congress. If groups of states can join hands under 
the Constitution in such matters as irrigation, river 
authority and crime control, may they not find the 
interstate compact, the device which enables them 
to do this, the means for getting together on social 
legislation as their common interests require? 

Whatever the answer to this question, we need 
not be afraid to seek it out. As Felix Frankfurter 
and James M. Landis wrote, a decade ago, in their 
exhaustive Yale Law Journal afticle on interstate 
adjustments under the compact elause, ‘“‘We must not 
deny ourselves new or unfamiliar modes in realizing 
national ideals. Our regions are realities. Political 
thinking must respond to these realities.” 

The interstate compact is premised on a clause of 
the Constitution which is very explicit in its word- 
ing. It is based on a fundamental of our nation- 
al economy, namely, that the United States is a vast 
federation of areas of differing interests and needs. 
As such, there is much about it to commend it to the 
American people for discussion and investigation. 

SALUTE TO THE MONGOOSE. 

The quarterly publication of the St. Louis Zoo 
has formally recorded the passing, some three 
months ago, of the two mongooses, which were 
among its greatest curiosities. The only ones in the 
United States, they were permitted to enter the 
country only through relaxation of a Government 
rule which prohibits their admission, a regulation 
which may never again be set aside. That being 
the case, this will probably be our last occasion to 
doff our hat to this weasel-like little animal with 
reddish-gray fur and puzzling plural. 

To mix our natural history kingdoms, in the 
United States the mongoose was a fish out of water. 
A devourer of ground birds and poultry, he could 
be kept only in zoos and then with difficulty. Back 
in India, this agile little fellow is in his element. In 
the wild state, he is a match for the most poisonous 
| snakes, including the cobra. 


frequently keep several about to exterminate mice, 
rats, lizards and reptiles. 

Like the American Constitution, a wise nature 
has provided checks and balances for the carrying 
on of undomesticated animal life. Under such con- 
ditions, the mongoose exercises both veto power and 
judicial review within the limits of his remarkable 
ability. Where man has done but little to change the 
ways of the animal world, the mongoose is a valuable 
member of society. In a civilized land like the United 
States, he becomes a public charge and subject to 
deportation. The mongoose we salute is the jungle 
policeman,

ON A NEW FRONT. 

The news columns last Friday told the story of how 
a self-styled “ordinary country lawyer” sought to 
make the little county seat town of Kahoka in North- 
eastern Missouri a Mecca for divorce seekers, and 
how his scheme has come to a sorry end. The 
lawyer, Joseph S. Tall, who, as our reporter said, 
planned to “out-Reno Reno,” has been made the 
defendant in a disbarment suit filed against him 
in the Missouri Supreme Court by the new Advisory 
Committee set up under the rules approved last year 
by #the State Supreme Court for the regulation of 
the practice of law in Missouri. 

Lawyer Tall interpreted Section 1353 of the Mis- 
souri Statutes relating to the residence of applicants 
for divorce in Missouri to mean that if the husband 
or wife residing in another State committed an of- 
fense against the marriage tie, the mate might go to 
Missouri, merely expressing an intention of living 
in the State, and soon thereafter obtain a divorce 
by showing that the offense took place while the in- 
jured person was a resident of this State. To spread 
word of his views on divorce, he engaged a New 
York agency to place an advertisement in a number 
of publications. Persons who sent $1 received a 
synopsis explaining why “under certain conditions” 
no length of residence was necessary. The result 
was clients from states as far apart as New Jersey, 
Florida and South Dakota, and an increase in the 
Clark County Circuit Court docket and the hotel 
business at Kahoka. 

All was going well until the Advisory Committee, 
under the chairmanship of Boyle G. Clark of Colum- 
bia, general chairman of the Supreme Court’s 38 
judicial circuit bar committees and former presi- 
dent of the Missouri Bar Association, investigated 
this divorce mill and decided that it was unethical 
and its operator a proper subject for disbarment 
proceedings. Hearings were held at which Tall was 
given full opportunity to defend his practices. 

The significance of this suit lies not so much in 
the fact that it is directed at a lawyer who has been 
conducting a practice which may or may not be con- 
sidered unethical by the Supreme Court in due 
course of trial. Its importance lies rather in the 
fact that it is the first suit to be filed against a 
lawyer by the new Advisory Committee, and as such 
may be looked on as the opening gun in its cam- 
paign to improve the practice. of law in Missouri. 
Now that the committee is in the field with the 
authority to concern itself with standards of prac- 
tice in all parts of the State, we may expect Missouri 
as a whole to be the scene of a thoroughgoing ef- 
fort by the bar to purify its own ranks. 

The great weakness in the matter of disbarment 
suits, prior to the State Supreme Court’s announce- 
ment of the new rules, was the purely voluntary 
nature of action against unsocial lawyers. Where 
there was a bar association with a grievance com- 
mittee which took its obligation to the community 
seriously, headway was made in cleaning up the bar. 
A fine instance of activity of this sort was that of 
the grievance committee of the St. Louis Bar Asso- 
ciation during the past three years. Such an in- 
stance, however, was only the exception which proved 
the rule of disregard of this moral responsibility 
for self-discipline. By’ and large, the bar of Missouri 
has been reluctant to proceed against members who 
have violated their trust as officers of the court. 

With the drawing up of a set of rules by the Su- 
preme Court’s Judicial Council, appointed, it is only 
fair to say, at the suggestion of the Missouri Bar 
Association, and the acceptance of those rules by the 
court as its own regulations for the practice of law, 
discipline of the legal profession was placed on an 
entirely new basis. The bar became integrated. 
Responsibility for high standards of practice became 
a legal as well as a professional responsibility. The 
character of the practicé of the bar in any part of 
the State is now the proper concern of the bar of 
the entire State. 

That is the real significance of the suit to re- 
move this Kahoka lawyer from the right to practice. 
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“SUBVERSIVE” MR. RAUSHENBUSH. 

It is wholly understandable why Senators Clark and 
Nye of the Munitions Committee were moved to 
answer the attack of Senator Dickinson of Iowa on 
Stephen Raushenbush, committee counsel, as a “sub- 
versive influence.” Their association with the indus- 
trious investigator had led them to regard him highly, 
and they wanted that appraisal to be part of the 
record... As a matter of fact, however, Mr. Raushen- 
bush needs no defense. The committee’s findings and 
the resulting public enlightenment speak for the kind 
of service he has given. If Senator Dickinson wants 
to take “subversive” influences in tow, let him join 
this committee in putting through legislation which 
will end bribery, collusion and pressure politics in 
the armaments traffic, a bloody business at best,

ANOTHER ATTACK ON THE MERIT SYSTEM. 

Appointment of all employes of the Farmers’ Home 
Corporation earning $4000 or more annually must be 
confirmed by the Senate, regardless of their civil 
service status, it is provided in an amendment, just 
passed by the Senate, to the bill creating the FHC. 
Thus another onslaught is added to the many in 
recent months against the merit system in Govern- 
ment service. 

Senator O’Mahoney of Wyoming, opposing the 
measure, asserted: “It will wreck the entire civil 
service system.” This would: be set down as exag- 
geration were the FHC amendment an isolated case. 
However, it is typical of the spoils system’s con- 
tinuous inroads on the merit system, and is only one 
of many instances where civil service standing is 
placed at the mercy of political expediency. The 
emergency agencies are particularly beset by pro- 
visions of this kind. 

The best interests of the people demand preserva- 
tion and extension of the merit system. In appoint- 
ments based on ability lie efficiency and economy 
in Government service; in political appointments lies 
the danger of inefficiency and waste. The House 
can take one step toward preserving the merit sys-

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People Who Tremble to Think 


British essayist finus people who “tremble to think” are not only calm but usually 
non-thinkers; hears phrase used in debates over rabbit traps, munitions, child labor, 
etc.; says tremblers defend things as they are because they cannot imagine the 
world other than it is; his recommendation: cease trembling and begin thinking,

of letters to newspapers who, when they 

wish to be particularly impressive, begin 
a sentence with the words: “I tremble to 
think.” These people usually tremble to 
think what would happen if some modest 
proposal made by somebody else were acted 
upon. 

In the House of Lords, a peer confessed 
recently that he trembled to think what 
would happen to British agriculture if ad- 
mittedly cruel rabbit traps were abolished. 
I was not present at the debate, so I can- 
not say for certain whether or not the noble 
Lord’s hand really shook or his voice really 
quivered as he spoke the fateful words. Peo- 
ple who tremble to think are usually, in my 
experience, as cool as cucumbers. A man 
who trembles to think in a public speech 
has commonly forgotten all about the mat- 
ter by the time dinner is on the table. 

A short time ago, a correspondent, writing 
to a great newspaper in defense of the sale 
and export of arms to foreign countries, de- 
clared that he trembled to think of the hor- 
rors and cruelties that would have taken 
place in the Chaco War if the combatants 
on both sides had not been provided by more 
advanced countries with the most efficient 
modern weapons. 

Did he really tremble as he compared the 
lot of men massacred and mutilated by the 
very latest thing in shells with that of their 
hapless ancestors who fought with stones 
and knives and bows and arrows? Did he 
tremble to think what a hell war would have 
been if some kindly inventor had not tem- 
pered its harshness with the discovery of 
poison gas? 

A man must have very little to tremble to 
think about who trembles to think how hor- 
rible war would have been without the most 
modern products of the manufacturers of 
munitions and armaments. He would be bet- 
ter engaged, I fancy, in trembling to think 
what will happen to the world if the use of 
these humane killers and humane maimers 
and mutilators ever becomes general again. 

- * . 

As a rule, a man who trembles to think 
is a man who has scarcely paused to think. 
He is a defender of things as they are be- 
cause he cannot imagine the world other 
than it is. I do not know how old the phrase 
is, but I fancy it must have come into com- 
mon use not long after the discovery of the 
art of controversy. It is easy to imagine 
that, when Moses brought down the Ten 
Commandments, there were discontented 
Israelites who trembled to think of the con- 
sequences of these invasions of individual 
liberty. 

There are people still living who once 
trembled to think what would happen to 
family life if hungry school children were 
fed at the public expense. In the first place, 
they thought, this would destroy the par- 
ental sense of responsibility and put an end 
to that thrift which is so strong a tie be- 
tween underpaid parent and underfed child. 
Home would cease to be sweet home if 
mothers had no longer to deny themselves 
the necessaries of life in order to keep the 
souls and bodies of their infants together. 
The sanctity of family life must not be vio- 
lated by free sandwiches. I happen to be- 
lieve in the institution of the family, but I 
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could never see how underfeeding children 
was the best way to preserve it. 

Children, indeed, have had some odd de- 
fenders. Many people used to tremble to 
think what would happen to them if the 
half-time system were abolished in the fac- 
tories. The child, we were told, became an 
asset to the home when it was allowed to 
work in a factory at an early age. Without 
its small wage, it would become a burden 
and therefore, perhaps, incur a certain un- 
popularity with the older members of the 
household. 

The system was also defended by those 
who trembled to think what would happen 
to industry without child labor. I remember 
reading a speech by an eminent statesman 
in- which he declared that child labor was 
the cornerstone of a great industry and that 
without child labor, the industry would not 
continue. Since then, the industry has had 
its ups and downs, but its downs have been 
due, not to the abolition of child labor, but 
to changes of fashion and competition from 
Japan and elsewhere.

The protection of the aged has found its 
chief opponents in people addicted to trem- 
bling to think. There was a great deal of 
trembling to think when old-age pensions 
were first proposed. Men who had inherited 
vast riches trembled to think how the spirit 
of thrift would be undermined in laborers 
earning 30 shillings a week, if, without con- 
tributing a penny toward it, they were sure 
of getting 5 shillings a week as soon as they 
reached the age of 65 or 70. 

Who, with this small fortune awaiting 
him, could fail to. play the spendthrift with 
his pennies in the intervening years? The 
sturdy independence for which the English- 
man was famous all over the world would be 
gone. The national character would be 
sapped. A race of free men would be con- 
verted into a rac; of state-aided beggars. 
And so forth. 

For many years, too, we have had people 
who have tried to make us tremble to think 
of the consequences of our giving occasional 
pennies to street-musicians and other mendi- 
cants. To give a penny to a poor man, we 
have been told, is an act of self-indulgence 
performed at the expense of the poor man’s 
strength of character. We are tempting him 
to go on indolently blowing into a cornet in 
the streets instead of making a man of him- 
self at honest work. Apparently, it is the 
character only of a poor man that you can 
undermine. Give a rich man all the oysters, 
champagne and cigars that he can ¢onsume, 
and, at the end of it all, his character re- 
mains as firm as the Rock of Gibraltar. 

I am inclined to the opinion that people 
who “tremble to think” are nearly always 
wrong. I doubt whether they tremble, and 
I am sure they seldom think. They are 
usually people who are irritated by change, 
especially change that interferes, however 
slightly, with their interests or pleasures, 

Let us then cease to tremble to think, and 
take to thinking instead. If we do, we may 
even ‘discover some way by which English 
agriculture can be preserved without the 
torture every year of millions of rabbits and 
other wild creatures. If we cannot abolish 
admitted cruelty, I tremble to think of the 
future of civilization.

DOUBLE SCHOOL OUTLAY 


Columbia U. Man _ Urges 
Government Aid of $1,000,- 
000,000 a Year, 


By the Associated Press. 

DENVER, July 1.—The United 
States needs 2,000,000 teachers and 
a $4,000,000,000 education budget, 
Jesse H. Newlon of Columbia Uni- 
versity told the convention of the 
National Education Association 
here today. 

At present there are 1,000,000 
teachers and the annual budget is 
about $2,000,000,000. 

Prof. Newlon, director of the Lin- 
coln School of Teachers College. at 
Columbia, declared “education 
should be deliberately employed for 
the preservation and for the real- 
ization of democracy” and urged 
teachers to “build a socially en- 
lightened curriculum.” 


Can Afford Nothing Less. 


“The United States,” he said, “is 
amply able to provide, even in these 
depression years, $4,000,000,000 an- 
nually for schools and can afford 
nothing less. The National Gov- 
ernment should immediately as- 
Sume one-half of the total cost of 
public elementary, secondary and 
higher education. . The contribution 
of the National Government should 
be fixed immediately at not less 
than $1,000,000,000 and increased 
over a relatively brief period of 
years to $2,000,000,000.” 

Prof. Newlon asserted “the age 
of laissez faire individualism is 
closing although the National (so- 
called) Liberty League and the so- 
called ‘Grass Rooters’ may not know 
a 

“The great task of the school 
is no longer preparing the _ indi- 
vidual to compete for pecuniary 
success in a highly competitive so- 
ciety for we no longer live in a 
highly competitive society. Its 
primary task is to give the indi- 
vidual a realistic understanding of 
society.” 


Bishop McConnell Speaks. 


Bishop Francis J. McConnell of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church 
Said last night that the schools 


were doing more for real freedom 
of the land than the scores of blaz- 
ing patriots who infest legislative 
halls calling for oaths of devotion 
to the Constitution—or to whatever 
the patrioteer thinks sacred.” 

The New York churchman spoke 
at vesper services, which opened 
the education convention in the 
Municipal Auditorium. 

“If the nation is to allow criti- 
cism of anything, it must allow 
criticism of itself,” he said 

“Against one current phase we 
should be especially on guard. All 
sorts of vested interests today are 
telling us that we should not rely 
on any agencies of change except 
the slow and gradual. Of course. 
educational processes are slow and 
gradual, but their aim is to train 
minds to. act quickly. The educa- 
tional system should make possible 
this quick thinking and quick 
acting.” 

Bishop McConnell declared “the 
duty of freedom is wider than that 
of fighting against strangulating 
oaths of allegiance—-it is that of 
creating a social atmosphere in 
which the man whom we call the 
prophet gets his chance to win a 
hearing.” 

Persecuting Prophets. 

Bishop McConnell declared “it is | 
the height of social lunacy to _per- 
secute prophets. 

“If we are to have free speech,” 
he said, “we must listen to much 
that is dangerous and some that ig 
foolish, but we shall find wisdom 
after a while.” 

The Bishop spoke of how group 
leadership might be an effective in- 
strument for social good, remark- 
ing at one point: 

“There are, of course, elementary 
passions and desires to which a 
single pastor with a radio can ap- 
peal, but even such leaders fail un- 
less some social crisis has of itself 
created the atmosphere which 
lends power to the speaker’s words. 
..- Both the church and the school 
have an interest in all the alive so- 
cial crisis.- It becomes. the duty of 
both types of institution to ‘create 
and foster an organized public 
opinion in which the _ leadership 
that looks toward the large social 
aims gets its chance.”

Says Workers Would Pay for Whole 
System of Old Age Pensions 
Under Its Provisions.

BUSHKILL, Pa., July 1. — The 
Roosevelt administration’s measure 
to provide social security was dis- 
cussed at the closing session of a 
summer conference at Camp Tami- 
ment for discussion of economic and 


social problems, 
Dr. Abraham Epstein of New 
York, secretary of the American 


Association for Social Security, said 
vesterday the bill was an “economic 
idiocy” and “clumsily drawn,” while 
Dr. I. M. Rubinow of Cincinnati,

tion.” 

Rubinow, however, criticised the 
failure of the bill to provide health 
insurance, and attributed this to

bill, by which workers “pay for the 
whole system of old age pensions” 
without further taxing the wealthy.

JAPAN'S EXPORTS GAIN auT 
RATE OF ADVANCE DECLINES 


Industrialists Fear Boom Which 
Country Has Enjoyed Three 
Years Has Reached Peak, 


TOKIO, July 1 — Japan’s for- 
eign trade ledgers for the first half 
of 1935 closed today showing a gain 
of 17 per cent ovér the first six 


months of 1934, but, as the rate of 
the advance is steadily declining, 
were concerned 
whether the boom Japan has en- 
joyed for three years had reached 
its peak. 

For the first half of this year ex- 
ports totaled 1,173,000,000 yen (the 
yen is worth about 29 cents), 
against 1,004,000,000 last year. Im- 
ports were valued at 1,344,000,000 
yen this year as against 1,159,000,000 
last year, a gain of 16 per cent, but 
exports for June, 1935, were only 
4 per cent above those for June, 
1934. 

Exports of cotton textiles, the 
backbone of the Empire's foreign 
trade prosperity, declined 14 per 
cent in June as compared with 
June, 1934, dropping from 42,000,000 
yen to 36,000,000 yen, due chiefly 
to restrictions in British colonies, 
the Dutch East Indies and other 
countries. Decline in cotton tex- 
tiles was compensated for in part 
by a 21 per cent gain in exports of 
raw silk. Eighty-four per cent of 
the raw silk exports go to the Unit- 
ed States,

REPORTED IN WHEAT BELT 


| Damp, Cool Weather Said to Be Re- 
sponsible; Dangers of Widespread 
Loss Causes Price Increase. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 1. — Agri- 

culture Department officials say 

damp, cool weather probably is re- 


sponsible for the reported appear- 
ance of black rust in some parts of 
the West’s wheat belt. 

They telegraphed yesterday 


information on just how large an 
area this dreaded plant disease had 
attacked. Wheat markets jumped 
5 cents a bushel yesterday on _ re- 
ports that it had spread through 
considerable parts of Nebraska and 
the Red River Valley. Grain trad- 
ers expressed fear that the rust had 
appeared unusually early and that 
widespread destruction might re- 
sult. 

Recent rains in the West have 
been abundant. The Agriculture 
Department’s weekly crop bulletin 
called attention to yellowing of 
wheat and rankness in growth in 
various parts of the belt. The kind 
of weather which develops in the 
next 30 days, officials said, will de- 
termine the extent of damage that 
may be expected from rust and in- 
sects. Generally, they said, condi- 
tions at this time were “favorable” 
for infestations.

Shortly after High shouted his 
warning, George Cope, another citi- 
zen, found the automobile and seiz- 
ing one of the’ shotguns from it 
opened fire on the men. 

The suspects climbed to the roof 
of an adjoining building, cut their 
way into the lower floor and es- 
caped out the front door while of- 
ficers and citizens fired on the 
bank roof.

Of Education 


Is Essential! 


Children Need to Go on 
Learning Along Some 
Line. 


By Angelo Patri 


HE cry “School’s out,” echoes 
T tnrousn the country and the 

older children, who have been 
graduated from the elementary 
school and high school, are glad. 
They think that from now on they 
will not be hampered by rules, they 
can speak when they like, move 
about as they please, do as they like 
without interference of teacher or 
monitor. They can manage. the 
home folks. After all, escape from 
them is easy. 

One thing they have made up 
their minds to, many of them. They 
won't go back to s5i86 | 
school. They will Sta, 
get a job, or do 
something. That 
something is not 
definite in their 
minds, but the re- 
solve to keep 
away from school 
is very definite. 
The elementary 
graduate who had}: 
a hard time pass-j : 
ing mathematics}* 4. 
or languages, is}? 
very certain about! . 
it. He’s through. 
The high school-~ 
graduate says, 
“What's the use going to college? 
There’s nothing in it. Look at John 
and Elizabeth. Where did it get 
them? I’m going to get a job.” 

Just what a college education, or 
any other form of education gives 
people, may not be clear to the ob- 
server, especially a prejudiced ob- 
server who wants to believe that 
college does no good. But to those 
who have watched several genera- 
tions go through college or stop at 
‘high school or drop out in element- 
ary school, it is very clear that 
those who can profit by education 
do so to a very great degree. Those 
who cannot learn in the higher 
schools do well to learn somewhere 
else, but they must keep on learn- 
ing. School is the best place for 
that, especially now when there are 
few places in industry. 

“There is nothing in school for 
us,” the failing children say. “We 
can’t get anywhere with languages 
and science and mathematics and 
literature and history. We're sick 
of them. Anyway, we can’t pass in 
them. The higher we go the worse 
it gets.” 

That is true. There is a big group 
of boys and girls who are not fitted 
for such a course of study. But 
that is no reason to allow them to 
shout, “School’s out,” and run along 
the roads. It is our duty to organize 
the clesses that are needed by 
these children and keep them learn- 
ing along whatever lines of power 
they have. It is no disgrace not to 
be a Doctor of Philosophy or to be 
a good rug weaver or a house paint- 
er. Education that allows’ both 
sorts of pupils to succeed is the 
right sort and no other will serve. 
If children are leaving school with 
no prospect of study or educational 
work the community is to blame. 
Schools must be made _ adequate, 
and, seems to me, that it might be 
as good a use to put public funds 
to as has yet been found. 

The teachers of the present grade 
schools are overworked. Their 
classes are too large, their equip- 
ment too scant, their time too lim- 
ited to do anything beyond the bare 
course of study, and that is not 
enough to hold children who shout, 
“School’s out” at the end of the 
term. Every boy and girl should be 
kept fn school and usefully em- 
ployed there in educating them- 
selves. There are enough adults to 
carry on the work of the world and 
children must be free of that bur- 
den until they, in their turn, are 
matured, educated, fitted people. It 
is bad for a nation to hear its 
young people shout, “School’s out.” 
If I were at all superstitious I 
would say it is bad luck.

tect sat on the floor and spread 
out before me the plans for an 
apartment house that was to be a 
tower of copper and glass. One 
could picture the homing house- 
holder catching sight of it from 
afar, an opalescent shaft agleam 
and winking in the afternoon sun- 
light. It was when the architect 
added casually that he himself 
would design each interior, even 
unto the uttermost ashtray, and 
permit each tenant to bring with 
him only his own piano, that I made 
a mulish mental note not to take 
a flat in that iridescent tower. For 
it seems to me that the loveliest 
product of an unrestrained, unsub- 
servient decorator is, as Edna Fer- 
ber once said of Switzerland, beau- 
tiful but dumb, with just about as 
much character as a birthday cake. 


I would not mind a home of my 
own being an affront to every other 
eye so long as it was full of the 
accidentals of my own life. I doubt 
if I am any longer equal to such 
spasms of quaintness as animated 
young J. M. Barrie when,- more 
than 40 years ago, he was furnish- 
ing his first flat in London and 
used to paste on the back of each 
piece of furniture a copy of the 
newspaper or magazine article 
which had paid for it. But I do 
think that a man who is at least 
half-full of years is missing some- 
thing of the salt of life if every 
stick and patch on which his lamp- 
light falls does not tell him sad or 
funny stories of where and what 
he has been. 


Surely it is so even with one’s 
pictures. My own lean gallery, 
from which one thrilling Utrillo 
has gone back home, to which an- 
other has just come for a visit and 
an early Noel Crawford for good, 
and which is now even aspiring to 
shelter some day, if only for a few 
memorable weeks, the inexplicable 
magic of a _ serenely powerful 
O’Keeffe—my own gallery, I say, 
has pictures which no one else 
would take as a gift because they 
could not mean to anyone else what 
they happen to mean to me. In that 
sense, I have one fading photograph 
which I would not swap for a Ver- 
meer. And in that sense, I cherish 
with an especial affection a certain 
Bocklin, even though it represents 
a kind of ham painting I have not 
enjoyed for years. You are doubt- 
less familiar with it. It is the one 
with the file of white-clad priests 
emerging from a boskey dell to 
kneel at a Druidical altar. It is, 
mind you, only a reproduction, for 
the original, which that sentimen- 
tal Helvetian painted in Florence 
50 years ago, still hangs in the gal- 
lery at Basel—and may go on hang- 
ing there for all of me. It is the 
reproduction I want—this reproduc- 
tion. 

It was in 1916 that I entered upon 
the long train of inquiry, chance, 
skullduggery, and _  blandishment 
which finally brought this Bocklin 
to my door and hung it on my wall, 
there to remain until death, bank- 
ruptcy, or the dawn of Commun- 
ism do us part. One fine afternoon 
of a day in that year when I hap- 
pened to be solvent, I went into a 
_, store on Fifth avenue and 

sked the clerk there if they had a 
print of “The Sacred Grove.” A 
large and somewhat tumultuous- 
looking young man who was tending 
shop at the time said, “Ah, ‘Der 
heilige Hain’.” and brushed me 
aside, a trifle summarily, I thought, 
as if 1 were perversely asking the 
impossible. Well, if they didn’t have 
it in stock, how long, I persisted 
doggedly, would it take them to 
get me one? This innocent query 
wrung from him a very roar of dis- 
pleasure. 


That, remember, was in the time 
of strain when the American people 
were trying to hold on to their 
neutrality much as a voyager in the 
English Channel tries to hold on to 
his breakfast. With my perceptions 
sharpened by years of journalism, 
I had realized at once that the 
young art-dealer was not precisely 
what would have been called pro- 
Ally. If. however, I not only left 
his shop hastily but thereafter stayed 
away from it, it was not so much 
because I felt alienated by his fail-

and our dreamy old mess sergeant 
was even then languishing in the 
brig, awaiting trial on the charge 
that he had given it all to sundry 
matrons in Trier in return for 
favors unspecified in the _ indict- 
ment. 

The kindly Runyon was so puz- 
zled by my anachronistic absorp- 
tion in the art of the late Arnold 
Bocklin that I was forced to tell 
him the story just as I have told it 
to you, and then work up a fairly 
convincing start of grateful sur- 
prise when he walked grandly into 
the shop and bought the picture. 

I shall not describe the immense 
amount of shenanigan involved in 
getting that print to Paris, beyond 
saying that it made the journey by 
ambulance, hidden under a blanket 
which also, by the way, concealed 
the tremulous person of the afore- 
said mess sergeant, who had _ es- 
caped from his guard and was 
starting A. W. O. L. for parts un- 
known.
